Dakota, Oct. 5, 1881.—Hav- 


ing determined on a little tnp out-West, 
I thought a few facts aud opinions in 
reference to the country passed over and 
tho condition, present, and prospective ot 
tbo crops, might be interesting to some 
ot your readers at least. Having traveled 
over roada and through portions ot the 
country not .heretofore traveled by me, 
I Drat woat to St. Piml by tho way ot 
Portage City, my first stop was at tlie 
Dells on the Wisconsin river (or Kil- 
bourn City.)

did I see

but how different now as you wind your 
way among1, the rocks ou a nice littlo 
pleasure steamer, with plenty of time to 
view every crook and crevice. And the 
beauties aro not coniined.to a river pas- 
sago, but the whole country ..around- Kil- 
bonrn.is the most interesting as ;far as 
scenery is concerned of any placte 1 have 
over visited in the Northwest, 'ami tho 
day is not far distant when Kilbouru, 
City and tho Dells will be among'•tbo 
most popular summer resorts in tho West.

Children 
should be sedulously taught to use tho 
mouth for eating and speaking only, 
and the author recommends that, dur- 
ing sleep, those in charge of them 
should adopt the practice followed by 
Indian squaws of closing an infant's 
mouth by gently pressing the lips to- 
gether.

Thc Habit of Month Breathing. 


It is certainly remarkable that so ' 


little has been .written on a subject so 
important as mouth breathing. It ap- 
pears, indeed, that Or. Cassclls, of 
Glasgow, communicated, four years 
ago, an interesting paper on this topic 
to tho Edinburgh Medical Journal, but 
the scope of that essay was confined to 
tho consideration of tho habit as a 
cause of aural troubles. It has been dis- 
cussed, also, from a general sanitary 
point of view by Mr. George Catlin, 
well known as the portrayer of Indian 
life and customs. But wpnow have for 
tho first timo an exhaustive treatment 
of the subject by Dr. Clinton Wagner. 
l)r. Wagner begins by pointing out 


that man is by nature a nose breather, 
the practice of mouth breathing being 
acquired through carelessness, ignor- 
ance or a local trouble which renders 
nasal breathing difficult or impossible. 
The unweancu infant always breathes 
through its nose; unless it did the act 
of sucking could'not be performed. 
From observations made by Honscll in 
the Freiburg clinic, it appears that in 
healthy infants the mouth is almost al- 
ways closed during sleep, tho tongue 
lying in contact with the hard palate, and 
the mouth not acting as an air passage. 
The relation which the nose bears to 
the functions of respiration is too often 
overlooked by persons suffering from 
bronchial or pulmonary disorders. It 
can easily bo verified by experiment 
that the- air in its passage through the 
tortuous channels of tho nose is raised 
to the temperature of the body before 
it reaches the larynx. No matter how 
low tho temperature may bo, tho sense 
of cold is never experienced below the 
border of tho soft palate so long as 
breathing; is carried on with closed 
mouth. Moreover, tho air thus inhaled 
is moistened by the natural secretions 
which cover tho turbinated bones in a 
condition of health, and tho short, 
bristly hairs at the orifices of the 
nostrils act as a filter or sieve to arrest 
dust and other impurities which the air 
may contain, and which if drawn in by 
the mouth, may act as an exciting 
cause-in tie velopinglaryngoal, bronchial, 
or pulmonary trouble.; It is even ts- 
serted that man can inhale through his 
nose for a certain time mcphitic air in 
.the bottom of a well without harm; 
whereas if he opened his mouth to 
answer n question or call for help, his 
lungs are closed, and he expires. 


The causes which lead to habitual 


month breathing arc to be looked for in 
the nose, month or throat. Until re- 
cently the methods of examining the 
nose were so imperfect that a correct 
diagnosis was, in many cases, imprac- 
ticable; but now, with the aid of the 
rhinoscopc and by means of a strong 
reflected light thrown up through the 
nostrils, dilated by n proper speculum, 
it is possible to recognize any obstruc- 
tion to the passage of air. Some in- 
stances of congenital, imperforatc nos- 
trils are reported, and the like occlu- 
sion may bo caused by a cicatrical 
contraction from scalds or burns. For- 
eign bodies, too, such aa buttons, seeds 
or stones, may lodge in the inferior 
meattts, which la the passage chiefly 
concerned in breathing, and thus pro- 
duce complete or partial closure. A 
general thickening or hypertrophy of 
tho mucous membrane, covering the 
turbinated bones, such as is found in 
chronic nasal catarrh, would, in some 
cases, completely shut up one or both 
passages. Indeed, a slight congestion 
from an ordinary cold may so nearly 
close the air channels that brcathino- 
through the nose becomes for the tone 
very difficult. 
The mouth is therefore 
resorted to,nnd thus the pernicious habit 
may bo unconsciously acquired. Among 
the month causes which interfere with 
proper nasal respiration the most com- 
mon aro enlarged tonsils. The glands 
press the velnm upward and backward 


ninst tho posterior wall of 
the 


ynx, and prevent the passing of air 
i the nose to the larynx. Irregular, 
uneven or protruding teeth, by ob- 
structing perfect closure of the month, 
may also give rise to tho practice of 
mouth breathing. 


Dr. Wagner tells us that habitual 


mouth breathers can be nt once recog- 
nized, as tho practice stamps itself in- 
delibly on the physiognomy. The re- 
tracted lips, open mouth, receding 
gams, protruding 
teeth, diminished 
size of the orifices of the nostrils, the 
wrinkles of tho outer angles of the eyes, 
and tho lines extending irom the wings 
of the nose to the angles of the mouth, 
gives the persons addicted to this habit 
» silly, and, sometimes, idiotic expres- 
sion. The nasal ducts, being vacated, 
like disused roads that grow up to 
grass and weeds, become the seat of. 
polypus and other diseases; tho sense 
of smell is greatly weakened or alto- 
gether lost; tho contour of the nose is 
changed, and it acquires an unde- 
veloped or atrophic appearance. The 
sense of hearing may be affected, the 
injury ranging from slight impairment 
to total deafness 
through habitual 


month breathing. According to Cos- 
sells tho air must pass through the 
nose, otherwise it can not reach the 
tympanic cavity. Dry sore throat is 
one of tho most distressing diorders re- 
sulting from the habit under discussion. 
The practice known as "hawking" is a 
familiar symptom of this trouble. Tho 
hawker is always a mouth breather, 
and tho unpleasant sound is taade in 
tho effort to dislodge the hard, dry and 
tenacious mucus from the pharynx and 
posterior wall of tho mouth. In all 
cases where the habit is caused by nasal 
obstruction, thereto a voice disturb- 
ance, an imperfect resonance from tho 
air or tone which passes upward into 
joe nasal cavity, but finding no outlet,

A dispatch to the Now York 
Iferah 


from Uantzio says: When it became 
known that the Czar would land, al 
tho towns turned out, despite tho 
wretchedly wet weather. Bells pealed 
from all tho churches, the batteries 
lired rninute guns, regimental band? 
played tho "Russian National Hymn. 
At live o'clock tho corteo-e made it 
way slowly from the harbor to tho Gov- 
ernment Ilousfc amid loud hurrahs and 
tho utmost excitement A large foreo 
of mounted police led thaway. In two 
gala carriages drawn by four horses, 
brought expressly from Berlin, sat tho 
two Kiuperor* and tha Crown Prince, 
with the two brothers of tho Czar, 
I rincos Vladimir, and Alexis Alexandro- 
witch. The Cssiir wore the uniform ol 
the Prussian regiment of Uhlans and 
the ribbon of the Black Eagle. Though 
rather pale, he looked pleased, and 
ga-/.ed with seeming wonder at the 
crowd enthusiastically;'hurrahing his 
carriage. The Emperor of Germany, 
the Crown. Prince and their guest drove 
straight to the house of the Hussian 
Consul General. 'The Czar- went in- 
side. A guard of Grenadiers wa? left 
at the door, the band playing tho llus- 
fj«« Notional Hymn.. Trie,'Emperor 
William and Crown Prince returned im- 
mediately to tho Government? House. 
After resting and taking a warm bath, 
the Czar drove through the town in a 
close carriage, and saw as much of it as 
the downpouring rain would allow. 
Anen he and his brothers went to dine 
with the Emporor William, who had in- 
vited all tho suite and the princioal au- 
thorities ot the town,* With their wives. 
iTinee Bismarck donned tho magnili- 
ccnt uniform of the Bine Cuirassiers, 
and his tall frame towering above the 
heads of allpsrcsent made him very con- 
spicuous. Tho Czar cbnjrerscd lor ten 
minutes with Prince Bismarck before 
dinner. 
Tho table -was liorscshoo 
shaped. Iho ancient diniiig-hall was 
surrounded with massive silver plate, 
reflecting the brilliant light of torch- 
es and lamps 
with

flames 
of 
burning 
spirits. 
I here was a proftiso .quantity of 
Mowers and 
flags. 
!l?he array of 


powdered footmen iu the C/,ar's livery 
standing motionless while tho two Em- 
jorors conversed, and the company, 
which stood at a little distance, in rich 
uniforms, all ablaze with gold and jo\v- 
els, helped to mako a yary impressive 
«bleau. Meanwhile, the band of the 
.-ourth Kegiment of Grenadiers played 
n hymn of welcome. 
The master of 


the ceremonies stepped forward and in- 
vited the noblo guests to take their 
seats, and the two nionarchs. side by 
««e, stepped down to the middle of the 
lorsoshoe table. According to the Ger- 
man custom, the Russian Czar, before 
silting down, shook hands with Em- 
peror William and Prince Bismarck, 
wishing them a pleasant meal.

->rown Prince sat on the right of the 
Jzar, while Emperor William sat on his 
eft. By the side of the Crown Prince 
sat Prince Alexis; beside Emperor Will- 
am satPrinco Vladimir; Prince Bis- 
marck sat next to Prince Alexis. l!v 
he special request of Emperor William 
ho band was silent during'dtnnoivasit 
nterfercd with conversation, 
VVhon 


he roast dishes were on the table Em- 
peror William rose^ and, holding a glass 
of champagne in his hand, said: "I 
Irmk to the health of his Imperial 
Majesty, iny brother, the Czar of Rus- 
ia. May ho live long and happily." 
-Ihe toast was received with load cheer- 
ng. The Czar returned tho compli- 
ment. Those wcro tlio only toasts ex- 
hanged.
